HOUSANDS of years ago the 
Egyptians made the beetle or 
scarab an emblein of good luck. 
It was their sacred beetle, the 
scuraboeus sacer. 


tel sbionable. It is being used for

On one side of these charms is carved 
a representation of the sacred beetle and 
on the reverse side are carved hieroglyphic 
inscriptions. 

The kings and priests of Egypt had 
certain scaraboeus carvings as their own 
peculiar seals. One of the Pharaohs— 
the Pharaoh of the Israclitish exodus, 
used his as a ring and as his signature. 
So also did Ptolemy and Cleopatra. 

Pharaoh had his seal as follows. The 
seal is reproduced and the beetle represen- 
tation also. 

Ptolemy, the great and wise monarch. 
had a more elaborate seal. His emblem 
contained quite a lot of “picture writing” 
as you will see from the facsimile here- 
with. 

Cleopatra, the queen of such wondrous 
legendary beauty, stamped her seals with 
a scarab carved as shown. 

Scarabs were found in myriads in Egyp- 
tian tombs and in the ruins of temples. 
Each had its peculiar hieroglyphic inscrip- 
tion. For many years the Egyptologists 
threw them aside as unworthy of atten- 
tion; they could not read any sense or 
meaning in their thousands of mysterious 
incisions. 

They became a plague to the collectors, 
in their unending multitude, and were dis- 
carded as the meaningless toys of a fool- 
ish people. 

But with the discovery of the signifi- 
cance of the Egyptian hieroglyphic łan- 
guage a change came in the collector's 
attitude. The incisions in those appar- 
ently insignificant bug effigies, that had 
got into the museums and collector’s hands 
in almost unwelcome quantities, became 
the most valuable keys to unlock the his- 
tory of the land of the Nile. Their style 
and their inscriptions denoted different 
periods in the dynastic reigns, and in a 
short space of time the experts could 
place the date of origin on each scarab, 
and, better still, each scarab told its bit 
of history of that date. And thus our 
hundreds of thousands of scarabs furnish 
us with whole volumes of Egyptian his- 
tory as valuable as that read in the hicro- 
glyphics on the tombs and monuments of 
the Nile valley. 

These multitudes of scarabs contained, 
besides hieroglyphic readings, decorative 
designs, such as scroll, spiral, twist and 
key patterns, but all had their symbolic 
significance. The period when they were 
produced most prolifically was during the

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Pharaoh's Seal 
Luck” signs or “A Happy Life”; these 


were used for sealing letters. Those hav- 
ing the cartouche of the reigning Pharaoh 
were, no doubt, worn out of loyalty. Some 
were joined to the representation of the 
human heart, in which was inscribed 
“Life, Stability and Protection.” They 
were talismans. Some had the names of 
deities, officials, private persons, Some 
had monograms. 

One large class, known as heart scarabs 
were found in mummies. They are from 
two to three inches long, and replaced 
the heart which had been taken out in the 
process of embalming. They are mostly 
of hard yellowish or dark green stone. 

CARTOUCHES 

The broad oval outline of, the scarab 
was in the earlier Egyptian period used 
as a distinctive framework in which to 
inclose the hieroglyphic names of Egyp- 
tian kings. In later historic inscriptions 
this wide oval circle surrounding the royal 
name (known as a “cartouche’’) gave 
way to a much more elongated cartouche. 
Hence the shape of the scarab outline in 
a cartouche assists to the knowledge of 
its relative date.

Scarabs were a favorite form of signet 
for finger rings, in which cases they re- 
volved on an axis. The flat incised sur- 
face (reverse was worn next the finger), 
when it was to be used for official sig- 
natures the ring was taken off the finger 
and the scarab side turned inward to 
allow the impression to be made. Now, 
very few scarab rings are ever found 
mounted in gold or cut in the precious 
stones. There are only very few extant. 
Some are in the Cairo Museum, and in 
these the jeweler’s art shows really won- 
derful workmanship. The fact of their 
almost entire absence, however, must in 
nowise be considered proof that the an- 
cient Egyptians owned but few such really 
valuable gems. The tombs of the Egyp- 
tian kings wherever recognizalle had been 
for centuries looted by passing Arabs, and 
these later day inhabitants knew the value 
of the precious metals and precious stones, 
but they had no use for the glazed bug 
effigies and they attached no significance 
to hieroglyphics. From those still exist- 
ing we know that during and after the 
XII Dynasty (2778 to 2565 B. c.) beauti- 
ful productions were made of gold and 
Precious stones. All this might be sup- 
posed, for Isis was a patron of the arts. 

A very favorite form of scarab decora- 
tion with the ancient Egyptians is re- 
produced, known generally as a winged 
scarab. To make a long story short, wings 
spread out in this fashion were symbolic 
of protection“ —in this case, of course, 
“divine” protection, for the scarab was the 
emblem of the divinity Kheper. It was 
also symbolical of death under certain 
conditions. 

And finally a useful form of scarab dec- 
oration is found in the familiar winged 
beetle. 

Glancing back at the cartouches of 
Ptolemy and Cleopatra, it may prove of 
that these two royal 
cartouches figured very usefully in the 
unraveling of the ancient languages, for 
they are alphabetic arrangements of the 
hieroglyphic signature. 

Those of us who have visited Egypt, 
well remember the scarab sellers who flock 
to the hotels and bazaars.
